The number of jobholders reached 
a new 1949 peak of 59,947,000 in

The bureau’s report showed that 
unemployment dipped to 3,689,000. 
It had risen in July to 4,095,000, 
the highest level since 1942.

$2 PARKING FINE 
MAIL-IN PLAN TO 
START IN 2 MONTHS 


Motorists who violate St. Louis 
parking regulations will ,be per- 
mitted to mail a $2 fine to police 
under a new parking tag system 
which will go into effect in about 
two months, City Counselor James 
E. Crowe announced today. 

The new system not only will 
eliminate the necessity for a trip 
to Police Headquarters, but will 
mean that such violations no 
longer will be recorded on the 
driver’s license, it was explained. 
The $2 fine will be a flat rate, in- 
stead of the $3 now assessed for 
illegal parking in the downtown 
section and $1 elsewhere. 

Tags will be issued in triplicate. 
One will be affixed to the automo- 
bile, a second will be retained by 
police, and the third will go to the 
City Comptroller. If the motorist 
does not pay his fine within five 
days, police will mail him a spe- 
cial notice. After an additional 10 
days, a summons on the offender 
will be served and the case will 
be docketed for trial. Failure to 
appear in police court would result 
in arrest. 

Violators living outside the city 
who fail to pay the $2 will be 
notified by the comptroller they 
must send in $5 to avoid arrest 
“on the next visit within the city 
liimts.” 

Enforcement of parking ordi- 
nances has become “highly effec- 
tive” since the Missouri Supreme 
Court recently held that a police- 
man is not required actually to 
see the motorist park the machine, 
Crowe reported. Fines paid in one 
week totaled $893, as compared to 
$291 previously, and 99 per cent 
of those receiving tickets pay up, 
as compared to 27 per cent a year 
ago.

CAMDEN, N.J., Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Howard B. Unruh, 28-year-old 
Bible-reading gun collector who 
killed 13 persons in a preconceived 
murder plot, began a series of 
mental tests today that may last 
two months. 

That was reported by doctors at 
the New Jersey State Hospital for 
the Insane at Trenton. Unruh, a 
veteran of World War II, is held 
there under 24-hour guard in soli- 
tary confinement. ™ 

Unruh, a former army artillery- 
man, was taken to the hospital 
yesterday. Four psychiatrists who 
had examined him in Camden’s 
Cooper Hospital recommended 
more mental tests, and Unruh 
agreed to go. 

Camden Prosecutor Mitchell Co- 
hen insisted Unruh “has not been 
declared insane,” and is only un- 
der observation. 

“That’s the fairest thing to do 
for all concerned,” Cohen said, 
“though I would have liked to 
arraign him at once for murder.” 

Exhaustive Tests Planned. 

Dr. Robert S. Garber, assistant 
director of the state hospital, said 
the plan is to submit Unruh “to 
exhaustive psychiatric examina- 
tions. Such tests usually take from 
six to eight weeks.” 

If Unruh is declared sane he 
faces the maximum penalty of 
death in the electric chair under 
13 separate murder charges. 
found insane, he could be com- 
mitted to an institution for life. 

“Attendants report that Unruh 
spent an uneventful night last 
night,” Dr. Garber said. “He was 
very quiet and appeared to have 
slept soundly,” 

Funeral arrangements have 
been made for 12 of his victims. 
Ten will be buried tomorrow, two 
on Saturday. Separate services 
will be held. The thirteenth vic- 
tim will be buried at the earliest 
convenience of the family.

Anglo-Saxon law, scurried to the 
Soviet section of Germany where 
he now proclaims the United 
States to be anathema and fights 
bitterly the nation that so long 
protected him.”

“If ‘This Is Your FBI’ is bad 
then we might as well destroy 
our Bibles and the great books of 
literature, for they, too, run the 
full gamut of man’s passions and 
foul deeds. 

“It is likely that some crime 
stories have been responsible for 
the commission of crimes, but the 
remedy lies in 


youthful criminals.” 
At the conclusion of Nichols’s 
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spirited defense, Freund remarked 
to the audience with a smile, “You 
see there are two sides to the 
question. Let the record show 
that my remarks were the expres- 
sion’of the speaker’s opinion and 
not necessarily that of the 
committee, 


“Everyone seems to be agreed 
that the FBI is a fine organiza- 
tion,” he ‘continued. “But we 
here in Missouri would be very 
happy if the stolen Kansas City 
vote fraud ballots would be re- 
covered by the FBI. But, per- 
haps that’s one of those perfect 
crimes we hear so much about.

“In general, lower costs reflect 
decreases in prices of some ma- 
terials, ‘particularly lumber; in- 
creased labor productivity and in 
many cases, lower profit margins 
for builders. The fact that skilled 
labor is more readily available has 
tended to eliminate the need for 
premium and overtime payments 
which were prevalent a year ago.” 


CITY EARNINGS TAX 
YIELD EXPECTED TO 
EXCEED ESTIMATE 


Increasing receipts from the 
city’s earnings tax caused Comp- 
troller Milton Carpenter to pre- 
dict today, to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, that the 
tax would probably yield more 
than the estimated $7,500,000, and 
might reach $8,000,000, for the fis- 
cal year 1949-50. 

From the end of the 1948-49 
fiscal year last April to last 
Thursday, Sept. 1, a little more 
than 4% months, the Comptroller 
reported the yield of the tax as 
$2,803,575. The later returns showed 
an increased rate of yield, as the 
receipts for the more than 7 
months between Sept. 1, 1948, and 
the end of the last fiscal year, 
were $2,171,914. 

This showed a total of $4,975,- 
489 for the first year of the tax’s 
operation. Progressive stepping up 
of the receipts is shown by the 
monthly figures since the be- 
ginning of the present fiscal year, 
and points, in the Comptroller’s 
view. to a much larger total for 
the remaining part of 1949-50.

Case May Not Be Heard 
by Iowa Supreme Court 
Until After First of 
Next Year.

CEDAR RAPIDS, Ia., Sept. 8—. 
Attorneys for Dr. Robert C. Rut- 
ledge Jr., St. Louis pediatrician 
who was sentenced to 70 years in 
prison for the murder of Byron C, 
Hattman, his wife’s admirer, filed 
notice of appeal to the Iowa Su- 
preme Court yesterday. 

The appeal notice protested 
against the jury verdict of second 
degree murder and also the plac- 
ing of $1213 in court costs on the 


28-year-old doctor, who was sen- 
tenced last Aug. 8 following a trial 


of over a month’s duration.

S. L. Wisebart, chairman of the 
St. Louis-St. “Louis county chap- 
ter, National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis, said the women 
volunteers will seek donations in 
the downtown section and in a 
door-to-door solicitation through 
residential areas. Large firms also 
will be solicited by mail. 

The United States Postoffice De- 
partment is co-operating in the 
campaign. Contributions may be 


sent direct to “Polio, Postmaster, 
St. Louis.” 

The national foundation is seek- 
ing to raise $14,500,000 throughout 
the country, but no quota has been 
set for the local campaign. “We 
need all we can get,” a spokesman 
for the local chapter declared. 

“The current and unprecedented 
outbreak of infantile paralysis 
here has wiped out local funds 
and YWorced us to obtain $70,000 
from the national foundation,” 
Wisebart declared. “That sum will 
be used up before two months are 
over, and we again will have to 
call on the national foundation for 
help. But their funds are running 
dangerously low.” 

More than 325 St. Louis and St. 
Louis county patients have been 
assisted by the chapter, which 
pays hospital and doctor bills and 
expenses of Continuing treatment 
for those unable to meet the heavy 
costs. Respirators have been 
brought here, 44 nurses.were as- 
signed to hospitals needing supple- 


A one-week emergency drive to/| 


mentary nursing care, and addi- 
tional equipment has been supplied 
by the organization. 


Addressing more than 400 volun- 
teer workers at a meeting held 
last night at Soldiers’ Memorial, 
Postmaster Bernard F. Dickmann 
said the-St. Louis area is now ex- 
periencing its worst outbreak of 
poliomyelitis, and urgently needs 
the assistance of the foundation, 


Two children who have been 
aided by the organization attended 
the meeting and voiced their 
thanks. They were Tom Ballard, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. George E. 
Ballard, 7030 Florence place, Jen- 
nings, and Dixie Lee Moye, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Wilburn Moye, 
4220 McPherson avenue. The boy, 
who wears braces, pushed the 
girl’s wheelchair. 

In New York, Basil O’Connor, 
president of the national founda- 
tion, said the organization has 
also given local chapters $5,662,- 
164 in epidemic aid this year, and 
as only $1,150,000 left. With $100- 
000 a day being spent to combat 
the epidemic, the remaining funds 
will last only 11 days, he said. 
This is the first time the foun- 
dation has apppealed for contribu- 
tions in addition to those obtained 
in the annual “March of Dimes” 
campaign. 

The foundation has sent more 
than $192,000 to Missouri chapters 
this year, and in addition has re- 
cruited nurses and physical 
therapists and arranged for ex- 
pansion of hospital facilities to 
treat infantile paralysis patients.

$3300 on Deposit Here in Fund for 
Dr. Rutledge’s Appeal. 

L. L. Scott of Webster Groves, 
one of the trustees of the Rutledge 
fund to finance an appeal for the 
doctor, said more than $3300 had 
been contributed and is on deposit 
at the Industrial Bank of St. 
Louis. 

Shortly after Dr. Rutledge was 
sentenced, a group of sympathetic 
persons banded together to raise 
such a fund. The doctor’s father, 
a Houston (Tex.) optometrist, said 
after the sentencing that he doubt- 
ed that he could get the money 
together to appeal the case. Esti- 
mated cost of an appeal is $10,000. 

Scott said trustees of the fund 
would confer with the doctor’s 
father and his father-in-law, Dr. 
Howard B. Goodrich of Hannibal, 
Mo.; when the time comes to make 
a payment on the appeal. Similar 
funds have been raised in Houston 
and other cities.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Diplomatic officials said today 
they understood the Export-Import 
Bank has approved a multi-million 
dollar loan to Yugoslavia. 

The amount was reported to be 
@round $20,000,000. The money 
would be used mainly to buy ma- 
chinery and equipment needed by 
Yugoslav copper, lead and zinc 
mines. 

The credit would be the first 
direct American loan to the Yugo- 
slav Government since Marshall 
Tito broke with Moscow about 15 
monthsago. Yugoslavia has been 
pressing an application for a loan 
about three weeks. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son is Known to have strongly 
supported the application. He ar- 
gued that it was a “calculated 
risk” necessary to bolster Yugo- 
slavia’s economy and strengthen 
Tito as a symbol of independence 
from Moscow’s orders. 

The Yugoslav Government also 
has applied to the World Bank for 
a loan. A bank mission has just 
completed an on-the-spot survey 
of economic conditions prelimi- 
nary to making a recommendation 
to the bank’s board of directors.

He did not 
specify how this might be done, 
but presumably he has in mind 
drastic tariff reductions as a long- 
range step to help Britain earn 
more dollars. 

Cripps focused virtually his 
whole case for American aid in 
stabilizing Britain’s finances on 
his request to “enlarge our oppor- 
tunities of earning” dollars. He 
made the same appeal to Canada. 

Canadian Finance Minister Doug- 
las Abbott, backing up Cripps’s 
request for readjustments in basic 
American economic policy, de- 
clared that Canada stands ready 
to do what it can in the present 
world situation. 

Snyder promised “sympathetic 
consideration” to suggestions made 
by Cripps and Abbott for arrest- 
ing the drain on Britain’s dollar 
reserves and seeking to balance 
Britain’s world trade. 

At the same time, Snyder re- 
newed his emphasis on the Ameri- 
can position that European Re- 
covery Program aid must end in 
1952 and that Britain’s major need 
is to become self-sufficient by that 
time. He indicated there would 
be no new money grants. 

Snyder promised only that the 
United States will listen to any- 
thing the British and Canadians 
want to say. Putting the burden 
of responsibility for dealing with 
the crisis on the visitors, he used 
the word “you” four times in one 
sentence: 

“The United States Government 
looks on this present conference 
as an opportunity to hear from 
you of the progress you have 
made, of the difficulties which 
you are facing, and the steps 
which you plan to take in making 
the adjustments to the diminish- 
ing rate of American financial as- 
sistance under the European re- 
covery program.” 

Policy Statement by Abbott. 

Of the three policy statements 
which were made yesterday, that 
by Abbott called for the most 
sweeping review of basic Ameri- 
can economic policies. He asked 
that these be studied “to de- 
termine whether they are appro- 
priate” to this country’s present 
position of leadership in the 
western world. 

Abbott said he had in*mind not 
only the maintenance of high 
levels of employment and income 
inside this country, “but also the 
question whether tariff policy, 
policy regarding customs adminis- 
tration, policy regarding foreign 
investment, policy regarding the 
distribution of the financia] bur- 
den of political responsibilities in 
various parts of the world, is ap- 
propriate to the present inter- 
national position.” 

Abbott did not explain his refer- 
ence to the “financial burden of 
political responsibilities,” but there 
has been speculation that at some 
point Britain might suggest the 
United States assume some of its 
costs in the Far East. 

Appeal by Cripps. 
Cripps steered away from all 


such possible issues as that. de 
centered his attention on the 
problem of working toward “a 
permanent solution” of Britain's 
economic problems as a means of 
preventing “recurrent crises.” 
Crippe said he was not expecting 
any “charitable aid.” 


He told how the British had 
made “very drastic import cuts” 
in order to conserve dollars in 
their present dollar shortage emer- 
gency. He declared too, that as a 
long-range purpose, his nation is 
determined to reach a position in 
which it can “live completely” 
from what it earns assisted by the 
norma! international flow of cap- 
ital. 

“The bringing of our earnings 
to a high level does not depend on 
ourselves alone, Cripps said. “It 
depends also on the opportunities 


which are offered to us by the 
trading systems of other countries. 
We recognize that there is a wide 
gap to be bridged, and we hope 
tha tthe bridge can be built from 
both sides at the same time. 

“It would be of the greatest 
possible assistance and encourage- 
ment to us if the United States 
and Canada could take whatever 
steps are possible for them to en- 
large our opportunities of earn- 
ing, and work toward preserving

NEW YORK, Sept. 8 (AP) — 
Beveral major drug companies, 
studying the chemical problem of 
increasing the supply of a new 
drug said to be a boon to many 
arthritis sufferers, are working 
out patent-sharing arrangements. 

A conference on the new drug, 
cortisone, was sponsored yester- 
day by the Research Corp., a non- 
profit organization. Thirty ex- 
perts compared views on the best 
Ways to produce the drug. 

Only minute quantities of cori- 
Bone are available now. Dr. Rob- 


ert R. Williams, of the Research 
Corporation, who was chairman 
of the conference, said “it will be 


severa)] years before adequate sup- | 


plies of cortisone at a price the 
public can afford to pay will be 
available.” 

The research will cost several 
millions of dollars. 

Dr. Williams said the Research 
Corp. negotiated the patent-shar- 
ing arrangements. Names of the 
companies involved were not dis- 
closed, 

Manufacture of the drug now 
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starts with a bile secretion from 
slaughtered animals. The Re- 
search Corp. said the slaughter 
house output of the United States 
will not make enough cortisone 
to provide treatment for more 
than one-tenth of one per cent of 
all arthritics. 

Dr. Williams said about one- 
half of the experts at yesterday's 
meeting believed some plant 
source of supply would prove the 
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best solution. Others thought the |

The bill. already approved by 
the House, would extend the Pres- 
ident’s power to adjust tariffs by 
agreements with other countries 
to June 12, 1951, but drop the 


peril point provisions inserted in 
the one-year extension voted by) 
the Republican-controlled Eight- | 
jeth Congress. This act expired 
last June 12. 

The peril point provision, which 
is the heart of the dispute, would

guard American producers and 
workers. He denied it would 
prevent cheap foreign goods from | 
entering the United States market | 
as fair competition. 

Millikin said that a “massive” | 
currency devaluation—not United | 
States tariff cuts—is the only way 
out for Britain and other foreign 
countries caught in the economic 
squeeze. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia,

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
said today the Administration will 
accept a plan to grant non-Com- 
munist China $75,000,000 in new 
| United States aid on condition 
that President Truman retains 
complete control over its use. 

Connally made the announce- 
ment after his 25-man joint For- 
eign Relations and Armed Serv- 
ices committees on the Admin- 
istration’s arms aid program 
heard testimony from V. Adm. Os- 
car C. Badger, retiring naval com- 
mander in Asiatic waters. Badger 
recommended such a discretionary 
fund, but opposed further United 
States aid to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek. 

Yesterday, during a bitter de- 
bate on the Senate floor, Connal- 
ly said that Chiang had deserted 
the Chinese people and had “ab- 
sconded” to Formosa with $138,- 
000,000 in gold. 

The proposed discretionary fund, 
designed as a compromise to meet 
Republican demands for more aid 
to China, would not specifically 
provide military assistance for 
anti-Communists. But- Connally 
made clear that it could be used 
for this purpose if President Tru- 
man saw fit. Connally said the 
plan would draw no objections 
from the State Department. 

First Hint of Retreat. 

It was the first hint that the 
Administration is retreating from 
its adamant attitude that the 
United States should “let the dust 
settle” in China first before ad- 
vancing new assistance, 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son has said in the past that more 
arms aid to China might be 
“catastrophic” and involve use of 
American troops. 

Connally told a press conference 
that Badger reported there were 
four independent aeras in China 
free from Communist control.

WHY? 


Because Engine and Train Service Employes Will Quit 
Their Jobs Rather Than Arbitrate Their Differences 


Cause of the Dispute 


This is because of a difference in interpretation of written agreements between 
our railroad and its train service employes as to which employes should have been used 
for service already performed by others, or the proper compensation for services, past 
or future, whether covered by agreement or not. 


The Proper Disposition of the Dispute 


Disputes of this character have always existed in the railroad industry just as 
in other industries. In 1926 the railroads and their employes requested legislation 
which Congress enacted as the Railway Labor Act providing methods for disposition 
of disputes such as the one in which the Missouri Pacific and its employes are en- 
gaged. The Railroad Adjustment Board was established in 1934 at the request of the 
labor organizations as a tribunal with lawful authority to hear and settle these dis- 
putes. The employes of the Missouri Pacific now say they will not submit these cases 
to the Railroad Adjustment Board for disposition, although this Board was established 
at their request to make possible the peaceful settlement of such cases. 


The Railway Labor Act also provides that when other means fail to dispose 
of cases of the character involved in these disputes, the President of- the United States 
may in his discretion appoint an Emergency Board of three men to hear the matter 
in dispute and recommend a fair and equitable way of settlement. The President of 
the United States did appoint such an Emergency Board on the Missouri Pacific on 
July 8, 1949, and it heard both sides of the dispute and submitted its report to the 
President on August ..2nd. 5 


The Missouri Pacific has accepted the findings of this Board. The train service 
employes of the Missouri Pacific have refused to accept the findings of the Board, 
thus nullifying the letter and spirit of American democracy which is exemplified by a 
mutual, cooperative settlement of grievances between management and labor, rather 
than by recourse to the use of force through the strike weapon. 


Missouri Pacific's Position 


First, we believe in obeying the letter and spirit of the laws of the country, in 
this case the Railway Labor Act, whose fate seems to hang in the balance. 


Second, we have an obligation to our shippers and travelers to furnish them 
transportation at a reasonable cost in keeping with the responsibilities set forth for 
railroad management\in the Transportation Act of the United States. 


Third, the owners of this property are entitled to fair consideration to the end 
that the cost of operating it shall not be out of keeping with the industry generally. 


Finally, we must stand’on these principles in spite of the fact that the train 
service organizations will not do so. 


Where the Responsibility for the 
Present Emergency Lies 
. The responsibility plainly lies with the officers of the four train service broth- 


erhoods involved because they have a remedy at law and by the conclusions of the 
President's Emergency Board and they will not accept either. 


It is with great regret we make this announcement because we fully realize the personal hardship this strike will inflict on thousands of 
people not in any way connected with this dispute, and the fact that many industries will be forced to close their plants when Missouri Pacific 
transportation ceases. While this strike has not been called on International Great Northern Railroad and Gulf Coast Lines it will result in 
discontinuance of Missouri Pacific Lines through service with this part of the Missouri Pacific Lines system. 


President Truman's Emergency Board has recommended arbitration under the Railway Labor Act and in the end some form of arbitration 
is the only way that such matters can be settled. The Missouri Pacific has repeatedly agreed to accept the decision of an arbitration board, 
whether the decision is for or against the railroad. 


The officers of the four train service brotherhoods have said they will not arbitrate under any conditions. This strike, therefore, will be 
the sole responsibility of the officers of the four train service brotherhoods who prefer to call a strike rather than submit to democratic 


processes for solution of the dispute.

BONN, Germany, Sept. 8 (AP) 
Only 24 hours after it got down 
to business, West Germany's Par- 
liament appeared to be off to a 
stormy start. 

The deep antagonism between 
parties which was revealed in the 
August election campaign flared 
again during yesterday’s opening 
Ceremonies. 

The first session gave little indi- 


cation that the 402 members of 
the Bundestag (lower house) 
would work in unison in the task 
of rebuilding Germany. 

“I hope to keep the debates on 
a dignified plane, but it may be a 
difficult task,” Dr. Erich Koehler, 
president of the Bundestag, said. 

Rivalry between the conserva- 
tive Christian Democratic party 
(CDU) and the leftist Social Dem- 
ocrats (SPD) appeared as strong 
as ever. 

Rift Over Bundesrat Head. 

A Socialist proposal for a mo- 

ment of silence in memory of 
German Socialists who lost their 
lives opposing Adolf Hitler drew 
@ complaint from rightwingers 
that their own sacrifices were 
being overlooked. 
. Socialist condemnation of “emer- 
gency” legislation that paved the 
way for Hitler’s rise, gave the 
Communists a. cue: 

“There are deputies sitting here 
who voted for that law,” shouted 
Max Reimann, West German Red 
leader. 

Aan unexpected rift developed 
petween the CDU and its twin 
Christian Socialist Union (CSU), 
the latter group accusing the CDU 
of reneging on its support of Dr. 
Hans Ehard, CSU chairman, for 
president of the Bundesrat (upper 
house). Instead, CDU votes 
helped to award the presidency to 
Karl Arnold, CDU minister-presi- 
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spoken of as belonging to “the 
effete past.” He then retired. to 
his Bavarian villa. 


In October 1947, Strauss con- 
ducted the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra. The old composer's 
funds had been tied up for a long 
time in Britain, bécause pending 


with Austria, he had been classed 
as an enemy alien. 

He was born July 11, 1864, at 
MunicS. He wzs a musical prod- 
igy at the age of 4, and a storm 
center of critical debate at middle 
age because of his impressionistic 
expression in tonal forms. How- 
ever, he lived to see many of his 
innovations become almost com- 
monplace musical devices. 

The Strauss genius ran the ga- 

mut of musical expression from 
simple songs (some of which were 
acclaimed as among his most 
beautiful works) through piano 
solos, string quartets and sym- 
phonic poems to complete sym- 
phonies and operas, with ballets 
and chorals thrown in for good 
measure. On top of that he was 
a gifted conductor and was an 
acknowledged master in drawing 
colorful effects from huge orches- 
tras. 
There were two American inter- 
ludes in Strauss’s life. The first 
was in 1904 when he came to New 
York for the world premiere of 
his “Sinfonica Domestica” and 
sold the symphony to American 
interests for $9000. His second 
visit was in 1921. After an official 
reception in New York he added 
to his reputation of being a sound 
business man by making $50,000 in 
the two-month tour. 

Enigma to Contemporaries. 
Strauss was an enigma to most 
of his musical contemporaries. 
The son of a musician in the 
Munich Court Opera he was influ-

His composer’s talent remained 
strong throughout his long life 
and in. one of his last works,

ness of style. 


Many honors came to Strauss in 
the course of his long career. Ger-

The German party is one of the 
three right-wing parties slated to 
form a coalition government.

Mr. Holman’s Logic 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Do the rules permit one to do battle 
with the lawyers with the lance of logic? 
Frank E, Holman, in the president’s ad- 
dress to the American Bar Association 
here in St. Louis, says he is against 
statism and for the Bill of Rights in our 
Constitution. To illustrate the trend 
toward statism he points to the recent 
decision by the United States Supreme 
Court® which bars government agencies 
from enforcing housing restrictive cove- 
nants based on racial grounds. 


He denounces this decision, stating it 
is government encroachment on private 
contracts. But there are dozens of other 
zoning restrictions which are still legal. 
The only one the United States Supreme 
Court frowns upon is one based on ra- 
cial or religious grounds. Is that not 
logica!, and consistent with the Bill of 
Rights in our Constitution? 


It seems to me there must be hun- 
dreds of examples which would better 
illustrate Mr. Holman’s point. For, if 
one applies logic again, would it not 
seem that the initial encroachment on 
freedom, on the freedom to live in what- 
ever area one can afford, comes from 
the restrictive covenant itself? 

If we are to have a truly free economy 
and a free society in general, should not 
men be free to move to levels of em- 
ployment commensurate with their train- 
ing? And to homes commensurate with 
their ability to pay, based on what they 
have been able to earn in a free society? 


Further in his speech, when Mr. Hol- 
man says that all men are not equal he 
may have a point, but his point loses 
much of his validity when it cannot be 
tested because the accident of race or 
religion or nationality denies him the 
opportunity to prove his equality or 
superiority. 

Freedom we want, but let it be true 
freedom for everyone to reach his high- 
est potential without such barriers 
raised by other members of society... 
and certainly without such barriers en- 
forced by a government of free men. 

Does it not seem logical to Mr. Hol- 
man that that would be the only way 
to carry out the intent of our Bill of

Keys to the Dollar 


As Britain begins the monetary conference 
with America and Canada, it also is trying to 
negotiate a trade treaty with Russia. Perhaps 
this appears to be talking with friends while 
dealing with enemies. Actually Britain’s worst 
enemy is a lack of markets, and what its repre- 
sentatives do in Washington, or in Moscow, is to 
hunt for a market place. 

London has been compelled to be realistic 
toward the Soviet Union. In fact, it is the Rus- 
sians who are shying away from a trade pact. 
They say British prices are too high. The same 
argument probably will be repeated by Ameri- 


~ @ans during the conference on the “dollar crisis,” 


This is a specific name for England’s prob- 
lem. Its trouble is not, as some Americans be- 
lieve, one of production. By 1948, Britain’s in- 
dustrial prodiction was 136 per cent of the 1938 
level. The question now is how to dispose of 
this production for a profit in dollars. 


Britain’s entire sterling area, including its 
colonies and dominions, has almost been locked 
out of profitable trade with the dollar area. The 
countries that depend on the pound must import 
far more than they have been able to sell to the 
United States, Canada and Latin American na- 
tions that depend on the dollar. England her- 
self, in the first half of this year, had to import 
92 per cent of her oil from the dollar zone. 

The British have tried hard to get dollars to 
pay for these imports. In 1938, England earned 
27 per cent of its dollar requirements by ex- 
ports; by 1948 the proportion of dollar imports 
covered by exports had risen to 36 per cent. A 
policy of restricted luxury imports plus concen- 
trated selling made Britain the only major Eu- 
ropean country to gain ground against the dollar. 


Then why the dollar crisis? . British dollar 
sales have never fully closed the gap with pur- 
chases. The investments and resources that 
used to give Britain a steady income of dollars 
were largely spent in war. And adverse trade 
shocks a mercantile country more than others. 


Moreover, England is banker to the whole 
sterling bloc, and these regions also face the 
deficit in greenbacks. The dominions and col- 
onies have had to import heavily for recovery 
and economic development. In some ways they 
have increased exports, and even have undersold 
America in places, but much of this trade is 
with other nations that lack dollars. 

So Britain hunts for new markets. Its logical 
source of dollars is America, but America’s 
industrial giantism, our closeness to _ self- 
sufficiency in the goods that Britain produces 
and our trade barriers make the United States 
a hard customer. Foreign Minister Bevin seeks 
lower tariffs and increased American purchases 
of raw materials, as keys to the dollar. 

The same search for markets partly explains 
the talks with Moscow. Russia has gold and 
trades with the dollar area. If Britain can- 
not get dollars directly, it may hope that Russia 
can serve as a partial clearing house between 
dollars and pounds. This is roundabout trading, 
but it is what used to be known as world trade. 


In Washington, the restoration of trade is a 
major concern of the United States as well as 
Britain. In the long run international commerce 
is a basis for peace. Today, increased trade is 
a means of retaining Britain as a good compan- 
ion in an uncertain future. 
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Home Is Where the Heat Is 


At home, we understand, men are supposed to 
react to loved surroundings like an orchestra 
under Toscanini, a flame in a breeze or an orchid 
under glass. They respond, they grow and be- 
come things to gaze upon. 

Away from home, by contrast, men often are 
discomfited, and behave as cereal behaves under 
milk—they crackle and go pop. 

That’s the theory, at least, but we now await 
the practice where our Cardinals are concerned. 
And with more games at home than Brooklyn in 
a hot pennant race, who says they aren't 
concerned? 
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Ghost River of Missouri 

There is a ghost river in Missouri. It is as 
long as the Osage, the Gasconade, the Bourbeuse 
and the Current put together. It is a river of 
death; all the fish in it are dead, and no more 
will spawn. Cattle will not drink from it, It is 
a stinking Styx across the beautiful Missouri 
landscape. 

If there were such a river, it would probably 
arouse so much horror that something would be 
done about it in jig time. While there is no one 
ghost stream in our state, there are many 
streams parts of which are dead from pollution— 
875 miles of them in all, the State Conservation 
Commission reports. 

These waters have been polluted by sulphuric 
acid from abandoned coal strip mines, by raw 
sewage, by oil from railroad round houses, 
broken pipelines and river boats, by wastes from 
creameries, cheese plants, gas manufacturing 
plants and sawmills. The Wildlife and Forestry 
Act, enacted three years ago, forbids anyone “to 
cause deleterious substance to be placed, run or 
drained into any of the waters of this state in 
quantity sufficient to injure, stupefy or kill 
fish.” Unfortunately, the state possesses no ade- 
quate means of enforcing that law. Year after 
year, in spite of everything that is being done, 
the amount of polluted waters is increasing. 

The State Health Department has brought a 
test case at Eldon to find out whether it can 
compel cities and industries to avoid contam- 
inating streams with their waste. A bill pend- 
ing in the Legislature would give the department 
clear authority to do it. To help the many 
cities that need to spend money for waste dis- 
posal but have reached the legal limit, of bonded 
debt, another bill. would let them issue revenue 
bonds for sewage plants. 

Isn't that little enough to ask in order to 
bring Missouri’s ghost river back to life? 
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Don’t We Believe in Science? 

It is fair enough to say that science won the 
war for the United States. Planes, blockbusters, 
atomic bombs—what are they but practical ap- 
plications of the lessons of the laboratory? So 
it would seem that Congress would be hard- 
headedly generous in its support of science. 
Yet such is hardly the case. ; 

Bills for the establishment of a National Sci- 
ence Foundation have been kicked around on 
Capitol Hill since 1945. Such a measure was 
passed in this session by the Senate. But the 
complementary House proposal, the Priest bill, 
has gotten nowhere. 

_ If passed, as it ought to be, the legislation 
would provide for a survey of deficiencies in 
American science. It would, further, provide 
grants and fellowships for research where it is 
most needed. Reluctance to defer scientists from 


military service during the war has reduced 


their number in this country. Smaller returns 
on endowments at the same time have reduced 
the scientific activities of universities and other 
non-governmental bodies. 

Yet if the nation does not stay in the fore- 
front of pure science, it inevitably will lag in 
the application of science. It would cost rela- 
tively little to correct this situation. The re- 
wards might be beyond counting. 
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Dissenters Under the Throne 

Chief Justice Vinson spoke a good word for 
the dissenting opinion in his address before the 
American Bar Association and Charles P. Curtis, 
distinguished member of the Boston bar, put the 
dissent to excellent use on the same day. 

Mr. Curtis is a member of the Bar Associa- 
tion’s Committee of Civil-Rights. This commit- 
tee, which was the subject of our leading edi- 


torial yesterday, has been so deflected from its - 


original purpose that it is hardly recognizable 
after 11 years. When the committee, under the 
chairmanship of Robert R. Milam of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., turned in a reactionary, not to say 
dangerous, report, Mr. Curtis refused to go 
along. He, together with Bruno V. Bitker of 
Milwaukee, dissented. 

Criticizing the Supreme Court’s decision in 
the Terminiello free speech case, 13 members of 
this committee posed the question: “Is not too 
much emphasis being placed on the unlimited 
right of an individual to the sacrifice of «the 
parallel rights of citizens as a whole?” 

Mr. Curtis remembers something which most 
members of the committee apparently have for- 
gotten. In free America the individual is para- 
mount. It is only as the individual citizen is 
protected from the state that citizens as a whole 
are secure in their cherished rights. This same 
committee, with other members, said it all with 
clarity a decade ago: “‘The worth of our system 
must ultimately be judged in terms of the im- 
portance of basic individual rights and the care 
with which they are safeguarded.” 

The committee report asked questions. We 
shall ask questions of the committee. Is not its 
new preachment the doctrine of the state over 
the individual? If & is, then is it not statism, 
pure and simple? Is it not the essence of the 
corporative state? Is it not the thinking, or lack 
of thinking, that leads to rule by dictatorial de- 
cree? Is it not precisely what the committee 
professes to fear?

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A Crock-of Wine for Chukwa 


That enormous sea turtle which has been 
caught in south Korea is without doubt, we sup- 
pose, Chukwa, the turtle of Eastern mythology, 
which supports the earth. It ts reputedly seven 
feet long and thus the biggest ever ‘seen—cer- 
tainly ‘a good mythological size. Seven feet 
would be six inches shorter than the one at the 
British Museum, which is therefore almost cer- 
tainly not Chukwa. 

The idea is that the great globe of Earth is 
held up on the back of an elephant, name of 
Maha-pudma, and Maha-pudma in turn is stand- 
ing squarely on the back of the turtle Chukwa. 

It’s no wonder to us at all that the Korean 
turtle downed three crocks of wine, given to him 
by the fisherman that caught him. Anyone who 
has gone home in the afternoon with the cares 
of one small office or shop on his shoulders 
knows what it’s like to carry even an infinitesi- 
mal part of the world. 

Carrying the world must be a very dry busi- 
ness, a very dry business indeed. So we propose 
a toast to Chukwa, the monstrous turtle of Seoul, 
and we further propose, in view of all the 
bother we must have been to him, one time or 
another, that he be permitted to quaff it himself.

According to the New York Herald Tri- 
bune of July 1, Mr. Hoover, in testifying 
before a Senate committee, was reported 
as follows: “Mr. Hoover did oppose the 
President’s designation of a proposed new 
government department to be known as 
the Department of Welfare. He said ‘some 
of: us’ on his commission felt that the word 
welfare carried unfortunate connotations 
of a ‘welfare state.’” 


Herbert Hoover 


There you have it. The word “welfare” 
is now supposed to carry “unfortunate” 
connotations. But why? I am aware, of 
course, that these gentlemen are in the 
main opposed to the present Administra- 
tion’s “Fair Deal” objectives. Without tak- 
ing a position on that matter here, I would 
still like to know what is wrong with the 
idea of. “welfare.” To most Americans the 
notion of a welfare state doesn’t sound so 
bad, if welfare is the only thing that’s sup- 
posed to be. wrong with it. 


The Slandard Dictionary of the English 
Language defines “welfare” as “prosperity” 
and also as “exemption from pain or dis- 
comfort.” Are Mr. Hoover and Mr. Byrnes 
trying to tell us that they are against 


prosperity? That wasn’t what Mr. Hoover 
said back in. 1929-33. 

Likewise Mr. Byrnes has not hesitated 
to go on record in favor of the same thing, 
or at least, the same word. “It may be that 
they are in favor of “prosperity” without 
welfare. You see why I am confused. On 
the other hand, perhaps they are plugging 
for “pain and discomfort.” If that is the 
case, why don’t they come out and say so 
in plain words? 

The founders of the republic apparent- 
ly thought that “welfare” meant something 
fairly desirable. Right fn the preamble of 
the Constitution they boldly wrote, “We the 
people of the United States, in order to 
- ++ promote the general welfare ... do or- 
dain and establish this Constitution of the 
United States of America.” And in section 
8, paragraph 1, they gave Congress power 
to lay and collect taxes for various pur- 
poses, among which is clearly stated the 
purpose “to provide for the general wel- 
fare.” 

From this you would think that “welfare” 
had a pretty honorable history with a high- 
ly approved and most respectable back- 
ground. At least, for 162 years in this 
country, welfare has seemed to be a good 
thing. But now a former President and a 
former Secretary of State are apparently 
asking us to believe that Welfare is not 
good, but, on the,contrary, somehow bad. 


What comes next? Are government em- 
ployes, teachers and applicants for schol- 
arships to be declared disloyal if they have 
ever expressed themselves in favor of the 
general welfare? Is association with “wel- 
fare workers” to be added to the suspicious 
traits for which the overburdened FBI must 
search? Or, is the Constitution to be 
amended to strike out that awful word? 


In times past both Mr. Hoover and Mr. 
Byrnes have rightly snorted at Mussolini's 


‘claim that his Fascist state was after all 


“a new and better form of democracy” and 
have ridiculed Soviet Russia’s contention 
that the Red dictatorship is a “true democ- 
racy.” It seems that men of their stand- 
ing should know better than to start play- 
ing the dictators’ game of twisting ancient 
and honorable American words into their 


‘opposites. Next they will be telling us that 


they are ag’in heaven because we should 
really think of it as the other place. That 
would be a hell of a note. ;

WL. HEMINGWAY BACK 
FROM WORLD FLIGHT 


‘Reports Great Interest Abroad 


in Truman Proposal to 
Give Technical Aid. 


W. Linn Hemingway, board 
chairman of Mercantile-Commerce 
Bank and Trust Co., back today 
from a 10% weeks’ around-the- 
world flight, reported that he 
found, in ail the countries he 
visited, a lively interest in Ameri- 
can business, American machinery 
and industrial methods. 

“The peoples of the Orient as 
well as in Europe were much 
taken with Point 4 of President 
Truman’s message, the _ section 
holding out the prospect of Ameri- 
can help to other nations in in- 
dustrial processes and know-how,” 
Hemingway said to a _  Post- 
Dispatch reporter. “They speak 
of it by its number, and want to 
know when it will be put into 
practice.” 

All countries welcome the 
United States dollar, the St. Louis 
banker found. Most of the na- 
tions are striving to balance budg- 
ets and balance their imports 
with exports. He got a favorable 
impression of the Philippine Re- 
public’s economic prospect, but 
said the loss of markets was still 
an occasion of concern in that 
country. 

“France seems to be coming 
back well,” he said. “In Vienna, 
where we were behind the iron 
curtain, we did not find the feel- 
ing of tension that we expected. 
And our whole party was impressed 
with the progress of Turkey in 
modernization. Government meth- 
progressed greatly; women are 
progressed rgeatly; women are 
doctors, lawyers and even judges; 
a veiled woman is seldom seen, 
and the prohibition against the 
wearing of fezzes by men is still 
in force. Printing is in Roman 
letters instead of the old Arabic 
script. 

“In Cairo, veiled women and red 
fezzes are seen everywhere.” 

Hemingway, as representative 
of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, was one of a party of 26 
which encircled the world giving 
radio programs of “America’s 
Town Meeting of the Air,” and 
holding seminars which were not 
broadcast. The cities where pro- 
grams were given were London, 
Paris, Berlin, Vienna, Rome, An- 
kara, Cairo, Tel Aviv, Alexandria, 
Karachi, Delhi, Manila, Hong 
Kong and Tokyo. The party re- 
turned by way of Honolulu, but 
did not put on a program there. 

Berlin and Vienna were entered 
in United States Army planes, and 
Russian sentries were passed. It 
was in Asia, rather than in Eu- 
rope, that the party found acute 
national feeling and apprehension. 

“The division of India appeared 
to have been most unfortunate,” 
Hemingway said. “The riots and 
atrocities which marked the con- 
flict between India and Pakistan 
are very bitterly remembered. 
Economically, the division was 
unfortunate. Pakistan grows jute, 
and the mills for processing jute 
are in India; this adds to the 
difficulties. 

“We were in Delhi on the second 
anniversary of India’s independ- 
ence, and it was quite the most 
festive occasion we could have 
found, with Bengal lancers, bands, 
women in saris, fountains playing.” 

In Tokyo the world flyers had 
lunch with Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur.

The President repeated an oft- 
made statement that the United 
States has been working for world 
peace since the end of the last 
war and that it is still this nation’s 
main objective. 

He said the conference should 
stress ways of improving the 
health, mental attitude and edu- 
cation of young persons. 

He said he has been trying to 
get an educational program that 
will remedy the school and teacher 
shortage without affecting local 
control of the school system. This 
apparently was a reference to his 
program for federal aid to educa- 
tion. . 

He promised to co-operate with 
the committee and conference, 
saying he won’t be running for 
office next year “and I can do a 
lot of things that I couldn’t ordi- 
narily do.”

Anti-Bonus Rule Forces

PPARENTLY the major 
league baseball men who 
were shouting for the repeal 
of the controversial bonus rule 
were only shadow-boxing. Bill 

DeWitt, president of the Browns 
and a member of the majors’ 
executive council, recently polled 
the American Legion clubowners 
and six of the seven clubs polled 
gaid they were in favor of re- 
peal. At the same time Frank 
McKinney of the Pirates polled 
the National League. Five ex- 
pressed a desire for repeal. 

What happened then, in the 
official ballot on the proposi- 
tion? DeWitt was asked, 

“They must have been just 
shadow-boxing,” DeWitt replied. 
“When I got the results of the 
poll I submitted the proposition 
for repeal.” 

But didn’t Bill think the re- 
peal of the bonus rule would 
make it tougher for the less 
wealthy clubs? 

“No, I don’t believe so,” Bill 
answered. “It’s this way. The 
wealthy clubs won't spend all 
their money on bonus players, 
The way they have been doing. 
instead of signing five or six at 
a big figure, they’ve hired more 
scouts and have been signing 
perhaps 50 players at the limit 
of $6000 each. If we repeal the 
bonus rule I believe those 
wealthy clubs would concentrate 
on five or six at big money. We 
can’t compete with them in that 
field, but there’d be some of 
those $6000 boys left for us.” 


Bonus No Hardship on 

Recipients, DeWitt Says. 

NE of the loudest arguments 

against the bonus rule comes 

from the clubs that have paid 
large sums to young players. 
They say that the bonus rule 
deprives the young player of the 
chance to play regularly in the 
minors, thus retarding his de- 
velopment. 

“T don’t agree with that,” De- 
Witt told us. “I think the bonus 
rule is far from a hardship to 
the young man who receives 
one. If he has the talent he 
can develop as rapidly in a , 
major league uniform as he 
would in the minors. We have 
proved that right here in St. 
Louis. I mean in the case of 
Roy Sievers. He’s developing 
in a Brownie uniform as rap- 
idly as he would have done if 
we had sent him to a minor 
league club—perhaps more rap- 
idly.” 

Bill pointed out that if there 
was anything unfair about the 
bonus rule, as far as players 
were concerned, the older play- 
ers. who received no bonus, 
were the ones to be concerned 
about. 

“Take the case of two men on 
the Boston club,” DeWitt con- 
tinued. “Johnny Sain this year 
received perhaps $20,000 a year. 
Johnny probably hasn’t received 
a total of $75,000 for all his 
gervices in baseball. Then the

Anti-Western Incidents. 

Despite their pro-Soviet, anti- 
western position, the Chinese Com- 
munists say that after they set 
up a national government they 
want to establish relations with 
the western powers, if they with- 
draw completely from China and 
are willing to deal with China “og 
an equal basis.” Repeated inci- 
dents and acts during the last 
half year, however, have _ indi- 
cated that the Communists are 
not yet ready to make any con- 
cessions on their part to obtain 
recognition. Foreign consulates 
have been officially ignored and 
subjected to many Minor annoy- 
ances and indignities. Foreign 
correspondents have been barred 
in North China and placed under 
censorship elsewhere. And all 
foreigners have been severely lim- 
ited in their ‘movements and 
placed under various sorts of spe- 
cial restrictions. 

In the manhandling of United 
States Vice Consul William Olive 
in Shanghai, the closing of all 
United States information offices, 
the confiscation of American Eco- 
nomic Co-operation Administra- 
tion supplies in North China and 
the house arrest of United States 
consulate personnel in Mukden, 
the Chinese Communists have 
shown little concern for the pos- 
sible effects of such acts. 

Furthermore, no ranking Com- 
munist has been willing to talk, 
even unofficially, with any Ameri- 
can or other foreign representa- 
tive. The general approach 
toward foreigners in Communist 
territory has been to “quarantine” 
them as much as possible. 

No Hint of “Titoism.” 

Apart from a few flazrant cases 
such as the Olive incident in 
: | Shanghai, however, the Commu- 
nists have generally “protected 
foreigners’ lives and property” in 
the majority of cases, if a strictly 
legal interpretation is given to 
this promise. In many ways they 
have indirectly allowed property 
rights to be violated, however, and 
the combination of official hos- 
tility and vitriolic propaganda has 
made it increasingly difficult for 
foreigners to live and work in 
Communist territory. The result 
has been a steady exodus. 

To date, therefore, there has 
been no sign of a conciliatory at- 
titude toward the western powers, 
Nor has there been any hint of 
national “Titoism”’ among the 
Chinese Communists. Chinese 
Communist leaders seem to be 
making every effort to avoid such 
“deviationist mistakes.” 

The theoretical possibility of a 
*|change in policy on the part of 
the Chinese~Communists still re- 
mains, however. Not only does 
the present slavishly pro-Soviet 
attitude conflict with Chinese na- 
tionalism; it also involves great 
economic sacrifices. China needs 
economic relations with the west, 
and, as the bad economic situation 
gets worse, economic pressures 
may work to undermine the pres- 
ent Chinese Communist interna- 
tional stand. 

There is no certainty that this 
will take place, but economic fac- 
tors, together with native nation- 
alism, make “Titoism” a theoreti- 
cal possibility in China, even 
> Vis. visi no trend in that direction 
is visible yet.

BUFFALO, N.Y., Sept. 8 (AP)— 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey was asked 
today to send the state militia as 
violence flared in the 13-week-old 
Bell Aircraft strike for the second 
successive day. 

The request was made by Dis- 
trict Attorney William E, Miller 
of Niagara county as flying squads 
of unionists attacked work-bound 
non-strikers. 


Shortly after at least 14 were 
reported injured in two attacks 
this morning, Miller said he tele- 
phoned Lawrence Walsh, Dewey's 
assistant counsel. Miller said: 

“I told him that no amount of 
local police co-ordination, includ- 
ing the three municipal police de- 
partments and Niagara county’s 
sheriff's office, could possibly cope 
with the local scene. I informed 
him that nothing short of the 
state militia could prevent furtiier 
bloodshed.” 

Miller said he was convinced 
that “the responsible labor leaders 
no longer are in control of the 
situation and that all activities 
were being led by influences for- 
eign to the local scene and un- 
questionably Commun istically 
dominated.”

NOW DURING SEASON 


Baked, in Salad or in Dessert, 
They Give New Taste 
to Menu. 


As we start the month of Sep- 
tember, pears get a top vote for 
the fruit we’ll be using most often 
in the weeks ahead because they’re 
so plentiful. 

While pears are so plentiful, you 
may want to process some of them 
go you can enjoy them later. You 
can process them in a boiling wa- 
ter bath. To keep them from dis- 
coloring in the processing if the 
fruit must stand a while between 
paring and cooking, just put the 


pared pieces into a salt solution. 
Use two tablespoons each of salt 


and vinegar to a gallon of water.] 


Processed pears will be good for 


gauce or salad later—for instance, 
pears topped with cream cheese 
and served on shredded lettuce. 


Pears can be made, too, into a 


tasty tomato-pear relish which 
might include green pepper, onion, 
pimiento. If your taste runs to 


such a relish, September is a good 


time to make it because the to- 
matoes and onions are plentiful 
now also. . 

A new recipe you will want to 
try is pear filbert torte. Its mac- 
@roony crispness will soon find 
this easy dessert being repeated 
often—by request. 

Pear Filbert Torte. 

One egg. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One teaspoon baking powder. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Two large ripe pears. 

One-half cup chopped filberts. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Beat egg and sugar together un- 
til very light. Mix flour, baking 
powder, salt and stir into the egg- 
gugar mixture. Peel pears and 
cut into large dice. Combine with 
batter, together with filberts and 
Vanilla. Bake in buttered eight- 
inch square pan at 350 degrees F. 
for 35 minutes. Serve warm or 
chilled, with cream, whipped 
cream or ice cream. Serves six. 

There are many uses for pears, 
both in the fresh ripe stage and 
fn cooked desserts and meat ac- 
companiments. The Bosc is not 
only a favorite for out-of-hand 
eating, but is excellent for bak- 
ing. It takes on a translucent ap- 
pearance during the baking pro- 
cess which emphasizes its juici- 
ness and tenderness. 

Baked pears may be used as a 
breakfast fruit, or as a lunch 
or dinner dessert served with 
cream, or they may be used as a 
meat accompaniment, either warm 
or chilled. Pears may be baked in 
advance and placed in the oven 
or under a broiler for reheating. 

The technique used for baking 
is simple and may be used equally 
well for family size portions or 
for quantity use.

Cool mornings and warm after- 
noons and evenings suggest a 
change in the menu.

Because enriched bread is one 
of our least expensive sources of 
food energy, all of us like to find 
new ways to serve this nourishing 
food to the family. 

One of the most popular ways 
is to toast the bread. But toast 
need not be just a “breakfast” 
item. Actually, there are many 
interesting ways of using toast 
with other meals that will pep up 
lagging appetites. 

Bologna Cheese Spread. 

Bologna-cheese spread on toast 
will make a hit at snack-time. It’s 
easy to make, too. Just mix to- 
gether one-fourth pound coarsely 
ground bologna, one-fourth pound 
ground American cheese, one-third 
cup top milk or cream, two table- 
spoons sweet pickle relish, one- 
fourth teaspoon dry mustard, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt and a dash 
of pepper.

STOCK THIS GREEN TOMATO 
MARMALADE FOR WINTER 


For a little variety in tomato 
processing here’s a suggestion for 
making some of the green ones 
into marmalade. 

Green Tomato Marmalade. 

For the marmalade, you'll need 
lemons, sugar and salt—in addi- 
tion to the tomatoes. Wash the 
tomatoes, trim them, and cut 
them into small pieces or slices. 
Remove the lemon peel, cut it 
also into thin slices, and boil it 
for five minutes in one cup of 
water. Discard the water and re- 
peat the parboiling i¢ the bitter 
flavor in the rind is not desired. 
Slice the lemon pulp and remove 
the seeds. 

When tomatoes and lemons are 
ready, combine two pounds of 
sugar, one-half teaspoon of salt 
and slices and drained peel from 
five lemons with each four pounds 
of the prepared tomatoes. Heat 
slowly and stir until the sugar is 
dissolved. Continue stirring and 
boil for an hour until the mixture 
is somewhat thick and the fruit 
clear. Pour the marmalade at 
once into hot sterilized jars and 
sea] them. 


Ripe Olive Kabobs. 

Instead of the usual sandwiches 
for the school lunches, you might 
occasionally plan a lunch that has 
meat and ripe-olive kabobs and 
parsely-buttered rolls. Mix finely 
chopped parsley with softened but- 
ter to make the parsley butter. 
To make the kabobs, first fill pit- 
ted ripe olives with seasoned 
cheese and cut luncheon meat into 
three-fourths-inch cubes.

AT RUBBER FIRM 


| NORWALK, Conn., Sept. 8 (AP) 
| —Members of Local 283, CIO Unit- 
ed Rubber Workers of America, 
voted last night to accept a de- 
crease in pay averaging 11 cents 


an hour from the Norwalk Tire & 
Rubber Co. on a trial basis.

They spent three and a half 
times as much for this expansion 
last year as they did in prewar 
1939. In January they estimated 
they would spend about 14 per 
cent less for that purpose this 
year. But it now appears that the 
drop will be much less than first 
expected. 

As a result of this expansion, 
some industries, because of the 
slump, have more plant and equip- 
ment than they are using for the 
time being. Howeverg the com- 
panies with the latest machinery 
are in a position to cut production 
costs, making it tough for any 
competitor in the buyers’ market 
who has an outdated plant. 

Less Plant for Money. 


Business men now get only about 
half as much, in quantity, for their 
building dollar as they would have 
got for the same dollar if spent 
in 1939. Figuring that a dollar 
spent in building brought a full 
dollar’s worth in the 1935-39 period

dustrial Conference Board says it 
still brought 941-5 cents worth in 
1939, but in 1948 brought only 48 
cents worth of building. 

Industry tapped various sources 
to find the money to build. In 
spite of all the talk about the lack 
.of risk capital, business has been 
able to raise tidy sums since the 
war by selling securities. You 
have to go back to the booming 
twenties to find anything like it. 
But there is a radical change in 
the forms this financing is taking. 


While the monthly average sale 
of bonds and notes so far in 1949 
is more than twice as high as that 
in the stock market boom year of 
1929, the monthly sale of new com- 
mon stocks this year has been 
$53,400,000, compared with $371,- 
500,000 in 1929. New preferred 
stock sales are less than a fourth 
what they were then. 

Cheaper Financing. 

One reason for few stock issues 
may well be the lack of risk 
capital these days. But part of it 
may also be that companies find 
it cheaper to finance their ex- 
pansion with bonds than with 
stock. The rate of interest on 
bonds and notes has stayed at a 
relatively low level since the war. 
But as stock prices turned down 
and earnings and dividends rose, 
the ratio of earnings to prices has 
risen sharply. In other words, the 
dividends that companies were 
paying on any .stock they sold 
were higher than the interest they 
Paid on notes to raise the same 
amount of money. 

Of course, a sizable part of the 
money for these new plants came 
out of company earnings, which 
were retained for that purpose 
rather than being distributed as 
dividends. This process, although 
stoutly defended by management, 
nevertheless did not necegsarily 
lead people to buy more stocks. 
However, the stockholders now 
own plants worth a great deal 
more than at the war’s end. 

Decline in Building. 


In the first six months of this 
year, the Department of Com- 
merce says, all industries spent 
$9,300,000,000 on plant and equip- 
ment, about $290,000,000 more than 
in the first half of 1948. But the 
amount being spent is dropping, 
and for all of 1949 will probably 
fall below the $19,200,000,000 total 
for 1948. 

To meet their $9,300,000,000 
building bills in the first half of 
this year, the department notes 
that corporations could dip into 
seven billions in retained earnings 
and depreciation reserves, and 
that they sold $3,300,000,000 in new 
stocks and bonds or notes, 80 per 
cent being bonds or notes. 
Business has been very busy 
since the war expanding to take 
care of your growing demands. 
When thé slump is over, industry 
will doubtless have use for every 
bit of its larger plant, and more. 


MOVIE PIE-THROWING REVIVED 


LONDON (AP) — Movie pro- 
ducer Arthur Dent thinks audi- 
ences still will laugh at somebody 
getting slapped in the face with 
a pie, just as they did back in 
the twenties.

Why the Genius Turned His Collar Around 


N account of the death of the illustrious David Belasco, 
Avr of his wearing “a priestly garb of his own design, 
which he never would explain.” It brought back to the 
memory of many thousands who had seen him the picture of 
his snow-white curly hair, his 
pink, handsome face, above a 
never-varying reversed white 
stiff collar and purple or 
black silk “dickey” in the V 
of a black coat, single-breast- 

ed, never unbuttoned. 

Now the story of his cler- 
ical-looking ‘costume is ex- 
plained to me by Mrs. Cora 
Older, widow of the late San 
Francisco 2ditor, Fremont 
Older, who is a resident of 
Santa Clara county, Calif. 
Mrs. Older is a historian, bi- 
ographer, playw.ight and 
president of the San Jose 
Light Opera Co. With her 
permission I transmit the so- 
lution of what was, to all 
who knew and saw him in 

: the East, a mystery: 
WOULDN'T EXPLAIN Gags, 2% his youth, in San Fran- 
cisco, when he was still an 
actor-stage manager, Belasco directed Salmi Morse’s Passion 
Play. He made an intensive study of the Scriptures for real- 
ism, maintained a sanctified atmosphere during rehearsals, 
tolerated no loose talk, gave up liquor and tobacco, was never 
seen without a Bible in his hand, talked of seeking admission 
into a monastery. Lewis Morrison, in the company, wore 
exactly the garb which Belasco later copied and used to his 
last mortal day, which he adopted after the series of dramatic 
events which arose from the production at Maguire’s San Fran- 
cisco Grand Opera House, in 1879. 


* * * 

JAMES O’NEILL, father of Eugene O'Neill, the famed 
dramatist of this day, portrayed the bearded Christus. He was 
supported by 400 men, women and infants. Belasco rounded up 
109 nursing mothers for the Massacre of the Innocents scene, 
which also required a flock of sheep on stage. The sheep fol- 
lowed Joseph and Mary. When the Savior appeared, with a 
halo, the devout in the audience knelt. When He was dragged 
before Pontius Pilate, there was moaning, weeping and fainting. 


* * * 

THIS PRESENTATION was a great success until Prot- 
estant and Jewish clergy denounced it as a “fearful impiety.” 
Catholic Archbishop Alemany did not make a public defense. 
The City Supervisors then hastily met and passed an ordinance 
against “personation of any Scriptural character upon the stage 
of any theater.” The house was closed for eight days, then 
Maguire reopened it and the play to force a test of the new 
regulation. O’Neill was dragged off the boards and into police 
court in his make-up and costume as the Christus, with the 
rest of the male players. O’Neill was fined $50 and the lesser 
actors $5 each. The women were not molested. That closed 
the brief run. O’Neill withdrew from the venture, but Morse 
put on his superproduction in New York City. It failed. 
Morse’s body was found in the Harlem river.

WE making of curry dishes in 
T the traditional fashion of In- 

dia is a difficult and compii- 
cated procedure far beyond the 
capabilities of the ordinary Amer- 
ican cook. That very fact has 
scared the daylights out of the 
Little Woman who fails to realize 
that the salt of India and all of 
the delicious condiments can be 
combined to produce fine dishes, 
every bit as delightful and differ- 
ent as the original product of the 
native cooks. 

There are thousands of varia- 
tions in India. Lamb is probably 
the favorite subject but excellent 
curry is made of beef, chicken, 
pork, lobster and shrimps. 

The chefs of India grind and fix 
their curry powder fresh each 
morning. In this country you will 
have to depend on bottled powder 
imported from England. Get the 
best. An inferior curry powder 
will ruin your dish before :you 
start. 

That’s rule number one. 

Here are two others: 

Use genuine coconut cream. No 
substitute will do the work. 

Make your curry the day before. 
Put the whole business in the box 
overnight. Heat it up the next 
day and serve. 

The rest of the operation is sim- 
plicity itself and the result is well 
worth the time. 

Pierce the eye on a large coco- 
nut. Strain the milk into a sauce 
pan. Crack the shell and remove 
the meat. Pare and put the meat 
through a fine-bladed food chop- 
per. Now add the pulverized meat 
to the milk, cover with water and 
let it boil gently for about 10 min- 
utes. Strain through muslin, sav- 
ing the meat. You should get 
between two and three cups of 
milk.

Soak for an hour and 
drain. Now melt a half a pound 
of butter in a heavy pan. Add a 
chopped onion and a_ chopped 
garlic clove, a dozen whole cloves, 
a dozen whole cardamoms, s!x 
whole allspice and a small stick 
of cinnamon. Cook until the onion 
is soft. Add the rice, toss and 
continue to cook over very low 
heat for six minutes. Steep a half 
teaspoon of saffron in a half cup 
of warm water for 30 minutes and 
add salt. Pour in boiling water 
to cover. Cover and cook until 
the water is absorbed. Toss a half 
a cup of raisins and a few 
blanched almonds lightly in butter 
and add to the rice.

WHAT IS THE PLURAL OF 
“RIGHT-OF-WAY?” 

UESTION: A controversy 
Q rages in our office over the 

correct way to pluralize the 
term “right-of-way.” I have pointed 
out that Webster’s shows the 
plural as “right of ways.” But my 
opponents say that Webster’s is 
wrong. Will you please straighten 
this out for us?—A.M. 

Webster’s New International, 
page 2148, does show the plural 
“right of ways.” But a careful 
reading of the entry discloses that 
“right of ways” is the plural used 
in Australia. Here is the listing: 
b (1) Australia. (pl. RIGHT OF 
WAYS.) A narrow street; lane. 

It is hard to explain why Web- 
tser’s does not list the correct 
American plural, which is “rights 
of way.” Showing only the Aus- 
tralian “right of ways” causes the 
reader to conclude erroneously 
that “right of ways” is the cor- 
rect plural in all cases. 

Let’s appiy a little logic to the 
term “right of way” (also writ- 
ten “right-of-way”) and see why 
the correct plural is “rights of 
way” (or “rights-of-way”). A right 
of way is a right of passage. Rail 
roads, highways, streets, pipe 


~ lines, etc., secure the right to pass 


through certain land. Therefore 
the essential or significant word 
is “right” and not “way.” Similar 
terms are: right of search; right 
of free speech; right of petition; 
right of assembly; right of ap- 
proach. 

Now it is plain that the logical 
plural of “right of way” is “rights 
of way.” And as further evidence, 
let me cite the United States Gov- 
ernment Printing Office Style 
Manual which governs all govern- 
ment printing, documents, publica- 
tions, and so on. The plural 
“rights-of-way” (note the hyphens) 
is the only form authorized by the 
Style Manual 

The Manual lists this rule: In 
forming the plurals of compound 
terms, the significant word takes 
the plural form. Among. the 


plural listed are Attorneys gen-” 


eral; bills of fare, brothers-in-law; 
courts martial; men-of-war; no- 
taries public; rights-of-way; ser- 
geants major; surgeons general; 
presidents-elect; commanders in 
chief; consuls general: deputy 
chiefs of staff.

I think some of us have felt that 
The Nation was perhaps showing 
less balance on one or two sub- 
jects. Nevertheless, banning a 
magazine of this kind without a 
public hearing seems an undemo- 
cratic procedure. 
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I SIGNED THE LETTER ask- 
ing for a public hearing. But I 
remarked at the time that I felt 
the articles under discussion 
which had caused the banning 
seemed decidedly prejudiced arti- 
cles, Being opposed to censorship 
and feeling that by the time young 
people reach high-school age they 
should begin to be exposed to both 
sides of every question, and to 
think through their own beliefs, I 
preferred having both sides put 
forth their point of view. 

I do not feel that banning books, 
Magazines, newspapers, special 
writers gr radio commentators ac- 
tually trains people in the demo- 
cratic processes. 

I feel that if you live in a de- 
mocracy you have to be able, be- 
cause of the freedom which is 
part of the rights of every indi- 
vidual in a democracy, to make 
your own judgments as an indi- 
vidual. Since all people must have 
equal freedom we must be trained 
to decide after hearing the facts 
where we ourselves stand, There- 
fore, you need to hear both sides 
of every question. 
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IF YOU SURRENDER your 
freedom to an individual or a 
group in the hope that any deci- 
sion taken will be for your bene- 
fit, then you no longer live in a 
democratic way. 

Hence, I would have required 
The Nation and every publication 
accepted for a school library tu 
give equal space to present oppos- 
ing views on political, religious or 
educational subjects. 

Because of the long and bitter 
controversy and the fact that the 
Board oof Superintendents is 
charged with having acted in a 
punitive fashion, The Nation has 
decided to bring a suit to test the

constitutionality of what the 
board has done, 

The Nation will charge that 
when you rule out the entire fu- 
ture of a magazine and do not 
hold judgment only to such in- 


stallments as contain objection-

Electrical Notes. 
HERE are some people who 
T think that the reason one wire 
in the house wiring system is 
black and the other white is that 
the wife of the president of the 
corporation who makes the wires 
likes this color combination. This 
is not the case. The reason you 
have a black and white wire is 
because the code says you have to 
and this is so you can tell which 
wire is “hot” and which is neutral. 
Before I forget, the black wire 
is “hot” and the white one isn’t. 
This is important to remember, 
because when a switch is installed 
it must be wired to the black wire 
—never to the white. If it were 
wired to the white or neutral wire 
then there would be a flow of cur- 
rent to the fixture even though 
the switch were in the off position. 
When it comes to wiring a fixture 
socket, be sure that the black wire 
is attached to the terminal that is 
connected to the switch mechan- 
ism of the socket. The white wire 
is attached to the terminal that is 
connected directly to the shell of 
the socket. Keep all this in mind 
the next time you replace a light 
fixture.

The nursery school, 
the church and Sunday school, the Y’s and the Scouts, the 
playgrounds, all must be used as fully as possible to compen- 
gate for the child’s loss of home and family background.

In an l1il-season major league 
career spent challenging outfield 
walls and sliding roughshod into 
unyielding catchers’ equipment he 
had been forced out by a broken 
collarbone, a sprained ankle and 
a twisted neck. But this was 
something that hurt more than 
those painful injuries — slumping 
Enos Slaughter had been benched 
for the good of the team. 

H_. knew what they were saying 
around the league, up in the press 
boxes and in the dugouts, a 
helluva ball player was. washed 
up at 33, a bit earlier than neces- 
sary, maybe, because he always 
had hustled and had played so 
hard, But through, anyway. And 
then at Brooklyn the afternoon of 
May 10 Manager Eddie Dyer had 
talked -with. his field leader, bat- 
ting only .250, and they mutually 
had reached a decision. 

Enos agreed with Dyer that day 
that a rest might help, that a 
day or two on the bench might 
sharpen his reflexes and his bat- 
ting eye, but they had been hol- 
low words of agreement. The 
competitive fires of an old war- 
horse rebelled at the pasture or 
the bench or whatever you wanted 
to call nine innings of just sitting 
around doing nothing. 

We ran into Capt. Slaughter 
coming up from breakfast the 
morning after that sleepless night. 
The boisterous gravel-throated 
laughter so typical of this re- 
markable athlete was missing. 
Even the loud grousing of a hypo- 
chondriac who has been hurt seri- 
ously often enough to distinguish 
the real ailment from the imagi- 
nary was a familiar reaction that 
was absent and, for once; we 
thought sadly lacking. There were 
tell-tale circles under his eyes, 
which had a dull look, and he 
shook his head. 

“TI didn’t sleep all night,” 

Slaughter reported the obvious, 
softly as a direct "contrast, but 
then his spirits seemed to touch 
bottom and start to climb again, 
and the voice became rasping 
again.

HE pantry is a place for stor- 
|i ing provisions. In the old days 

of large houses, it was often 
a room in itself, a sort of kitchen 
foyer or anteroom; today it may 
consist of a few shelves adjacent 
to the kitchen, or even in the 
kitchen, for the term is some- 
times now used as another name 
for the kitchen cupboard. But 
all of this has nothing to do with 
the word’s origin.
